How to Find the Blind Spot. 
The “Liind spoi” that occurs in every 
e y e , no m atter how perfect may be the 
Bight, is that precise point where the 
optic nerve enters the eye, about one- 
tenth inch nearer the nose than the 
center. 
To discover this spot, tak e, for ex­ 
ample, two rubber tipped lead pencils 
and 
hold 
them 
together at arm's 
length, directly in front of you, one in 
each band; close your left eye, and fix 
the sight of the right eye on the left- 
hand pencil; gradually separate them 
until about six inches apart, when it 
will be found that you have lost sight 
of the rubber on the' rie^ht band pencil. 
While this is a natural condition in all 
eyes, still the fact lemains doubted by 
many till it is tried.—Sunday Maga­ 
zine.

IHt RAISING OF CALVES 


FINE ANIMALS CAN BE PRODUC- 
ED 
IF 
PROPERLY 
FED 
ON SKIM MILK. 


IT NEED NOT NEGESSAIRLY BE STUNTED 


C. H. Eckles, of the Agricultural Col­ 
lege an d 
Experimen t Station 
at Columbia, Writes on 
the Timely Topic. 


There was a time when the typical 
Missouri faruier laughed at the id ea 
of raisin g calve.s iu an y otuer than 
the n atural wav. 
How’ever, feeen tH 
the high pri^e of lan d has mad e it 
impossible for an y profit to be maae 
raisin g calves in the good old way. 
Farmers who have figured carefull> 
oil this proposition have con clud ed 
that whfui laud gets above $ad an acre 
it hecomes i u])ossihle to Ueej) a cow 
for the chan c'^' of a. calf. 
Ten years ago there were hut few 
farmers payin g an y atten tion tJ the 
sale of milk or cream. 
Now there 
are fully 3(t,U'to iu .Missouri that are 
coun tin g on this as a iiart ot their 
in coiiK*. 
fl'hc'-'e farmers are mostly 
sellin g ciiuiiu for huttei* n iaktn g ]Uii- 
poses, an d raisin g tho calf hy Va,n d . 
Then * 
was 
a 
tim(‘ w'hen K was 
thought that ;• calf raised on skim 
milk iut;Si iH’Ci^ssn rilv he stuiued in 
size, un thrifty' in appearan ce an d on e 
that a resp^'ciable I'an ruu’ would n ot 
wish to h a v on his ! lace. 
It is well 
un d erstood n ow' by most tan n eis that 
are sellin g ciean i that such calves 
are (uiiirely un n ecessary, an d iii fact 
are n ot caused by feed in g of .Sh’im 
rtiilk but from carelessn ess an d ign o­ 
ran ce regard in g piojjer met bod s of 
feed in g. 
T*Ih* mail who proposes 
to 
raise 
calves on sk'iii milk must, first *»f all, 
get the id ea out of his min d that such 
calves are iifHU’Ssarily un thrifty. 
He 
must n ot he satisfied with his woik 
un til he is able to raise a calf ii this 
man n er that h? as good as on e raised 
by its mothm. 
The feed iti'i of the calf by han d 
should begin at least 
within 
three 
d ays after its birth. 
Some prefer to 
take the calf away from its mcther 
before it has n ursed an d begin feed ­ 
in g hy baud at on ce. 
Others prefer 
to leave the calf with tho cow from 
two to four d ays. They should n ot be 
allowed to run lon ger than that on ac­ 
coun t of the fact that the old er tjie 
calf is the h'jrd er it is to teach it to 
d rin k from a bucket 
an d the more 
the mother is d isturbed when it is 
removed . 
The calf shDi.ld he placed our of the 
sight of the mother an d allowed to 
pass over on e feed in g period oefore 
an attempt i^ mad e to teacu it to 
d rin k. 
It is practically useless to at­ 
tempt to get a calf to d rin k un less if 
is hun gry. No special d ifficulty is ex- 
¡lerien ced in gettin g the calf to d rin k 
from a pail. 
The usual method is to 
allow' the calf to suck the fin ger for a 
short time uiuil it will keep it- n ose 
in the pail Useh. 
The milk fed should he fresh milk 
from the mother fed before !t has 
time to cool. 
The calf n eed n ot he 
fed more than twice a d ay. although 
it is somewhat better if con ven ien t to 
feed it three times. 
The feed in g of 
the mother’s milk should be con tin ued 
for about tw'o weeks’ time, feed in g 
n ot over three quarts at a feed or 
possibly a gallon each feed to a large 
calf. 
At the en d of about tw’O weeks the 
calf is read y to begin the feed in g of 
skim milk. 
It is best to 
m a k e the 
chan ge from the whole milk to skim 
milk grad ually, usin g several d ays for 
this purpose. 
At the en d of three 
w’eeks the calf should he receivin g 
n othin g hut skim milk. It is veiy im­ 
portan t that this skim milk he fresh, 
sw'eet an d waun . 
The youn g calf is 
a d elicate an imal for the first two or 
three mon ths of its life, an d special 
atten tion must be given to keeiiin g 
the con d ition s just right d urir.ir this 
time. There ts n o d ifficulty in raisin g 
the calf w’ith perfect satisfarlloii, if 
the n ecessary precaution s 
are 
ob­ 
served . 
It will n ot d o to thin k that 
feed in g sour milk or cold milk or 
overfeed in g wil! n ot be in jn ricuj, if 
it is on ly d on e on ce. 
A sin gle mis­ 
take of this kin d may cause the d eath 
of the calf. 
Other poin ts regard in g this subject 
will he in clud ed in future articles.—
